Revision of Registry Believed 
to Have Left 363,000 Naines 
on the List.

FOES ARE SCARCER NOW. 


Many Members of the United 
Societies Favor Approval of 
the Measure. 


Estimates by the board of election com- 
missioners, based on returns from precincts 
in various wards, indicate that €2,000 names 
were taken off the registration books by the 
revision of registry _in the precincts last 
night. This would leave a total registration 
of 363,000 for the charter election on Sept. 17, 

From this number of men, who heve the 
fate of Chicago's new charter in their hands, 
it is expected from 150,000 to 180,000 will vate, 
the increasing interest which citizens are 
taking in the issue justifying the politicians 
in a prophecy of an unusually heavy vote in 
the special election. 

A month dgo the same political experts 
believed the voting would not be heavy. 
They heard little or no charter talk, favor- 
able or unfavorable, and from this came to 


terest taken in the issue. 


Increasing Interest Shown. 

Since that time the situation has been 
changed. Voters are discussing the charter, 
‘and when the political forecasters begin to 
hear hot arguments in the street cars, in 
drug stores, In neighborhood gatherings, and 
in the streets, they look for a heavy vote. 

In this the friends of the charter ste a 
favorable sign. They expected that the men 
most readily brought to the polls would be 
the voters opposed to the act. Thebigger the 
vote the larger the majority fcr the charter, 
is now the view of the republican politicians 


concern @n the part of citizens the advocates 
of the charter find incre@sing reason to be- 
lieve the act will be adopted. 

There were no police returns available on 
the revision, and the correct figures on the 
present registration cannot be ascertained 
until the official reports have been made to 
the election board tomorrow. 

“ Judging from the returns from pretincts 
which have been given to us tonight,” said 
Secretary Isaac Powell, ‘* and from the num- 
ber of suspect notices sent out by the clerks, 
I should estimate that 62,000 names were 
‘stricken off.” 


Favored Now by Former Foes. 

At the outset of the vigorous charter cam- 
paign which will be conducted for the next 
seventeen days, the advocates of the meas- 
ure are receiving support from elements 
which originally were inclined to oppose it. 

The most formidable opposition has been 
recognized from «he start to be that of the 
United Societies—the most formidable of 
the organized opposition. 

This association of. societies is no longer a 
unit in antagonism to the measure. The 
advocates of the charter are working with 
the rank and file of the membership to con- 
Vince them that the act does not endanger 
the home rule principles for which they have 
a'lied themselves. 

In this effort substantial aid is being given 
by the saloon and liquor interests, which 
have become pretty well convinced that the 
Sunday closing issue is not involved but 
that a financial one is, and thai the latter 
concerns them greatly. 


Saloon Men Fear Higher License. 

The saloons have had one experience with 
a situation which demanded more money 
for the city administration. The saloon ele- 
ment has an acute recollection of the emer- 
gency which required more policemen and 
more money with which to pay them. 

Saloonkeepers footed the bills making up 
the additional gevenue by paying $500 a year 
more each for licenses. They are beginning 
to fear that unless the needs of the city gov- 
ernment be relieved by consolidation of the 
various taxing bodies, by more economical 
management of city affairs, and by the use 
of bonds to make permanent improvements 
instead of using current revenue for this 
purpose, they again will be called on to add 
to the income of the city. 

In the Third ward a retail liquor dealers’ as- 
sociation has indorsed the charter, and the 
influence of the men in the business is being 
used to convert the members of the United 


| Societies from their opposition. 


“ We don’t expect to defeat. the charter,” 
said a member of the democratic county cen- 
tral comimittee in comment on this state of 
affairs. ‘“‘ The saloon men-are all for it. 
They are afraid they will be stuck for another 
increase in saloon licenses if the city does 
not get revenue some other way. Laboring 
people are beginning to say they are for it 
because it wil! mean public improvements 
and greater opportunities of employment. 

“The police force and.the firemen nat- 
urally are for it and will be working for 
it. They were given an increase in salaries 
to take effect this December. If the char- 
ter does not pass they can see where the 
finance committee in making up the next 
budget will forget that the pay has been 
raised.”’ 

Preparing for Lively Fifht. 

Ald. Milton J. Foreman, chairman of the 
citizens’ charter campaign committee, is ex- 
pected to announce the names of the mem- 
bers of the subcomimittees tomorrow ‘and 
Tuesday the republican county central ex- 
ecutive committee will meet to plan the de- 
tails of the pro-charter campaign. 

While various elements affiliated with the

“ Take, for instance, the south park board,” 
said the speaker. “ These gentlemen are im- 
bued with te idea that no one.can look after 
south park interests except a south park 
board, under the present system. The South 
park, by reason of the immense values with- 
in its district, has always had money to bulld 
parks and do anything else which the board 
construed within the lne of their duties.

Russell, However, Warns Men to Pre- 
pare for Supreme Attack.

“STRIKE” IS WON BY NURSES 


“Little Miss Johnson Wild with 


Thirty of Them Walk Out of the 
Frances Willard Hospital. 


RETURN TWO HOURS LATER. 


Force Withdrawal of Puhishment for 
Violation of the Rules. 


‘ 


A strike and “walkout” ‘of the thirty 
nurses of the Frances E. Willard Temperance 
hospital, 843 South Lincoln street, yesterday 
morning lasted two hours before the diffi- 
culties were arbitrated, and for a time threat- 
ened a total suspemsion of the work of the 
hospital. 

According to the nurses, a feeling of dis- 
SM@isfaction and friction has existed in the 
hospital for some time. The girls complain 
that their hours of work are too long and too 
uncertain, and that they are denied harmiess 
luxuries in the way of hospital fare. But 
these things were borne with no strenuous 
objections ard the réal casts belli did not 
_ develop until Friday night. 

Since the first of July the nurses have had 
_their living quarters ip the house at 99 De 
Kalb street. The house was fitted up by the 
hospital! board exclusively for them, that they 
might not be compelled to spend all their time 
and their holidays in the hospital 

- Break Rules by Giving Feast. 

Yesterday was graduation day for several! 
member@ of the nurses’ staff and the nurses 
had planned a little spread in honor of Miss 
Wright, one of the popular graduates who 
was leaving the institution. -The spread was 
arranged to be held in the “‘ home” and all 
went well until the hostesses asked the per- 
mission of Miss Eva Sheppard, superinten- 
dent of the hospital, to hold the affair, 

Miss Sheppard said the board had voted 
when the home was established that such 
affairs could not be permitted. 

The ultimatum of Miss Sheppard added fue}! 
to the flame of discontent and the nurses 
decided to hold their feast in their own home 
and in their own way. The spread wae held 
and the trouble came when the nurses ap- 
peared for duty-at the hospital. Miss Shep- 
pard had been informed of the disregard for 
her injunction and she acted promptly. She 
announced that their weekly half holidays 
would be suspended for a month, because 
they had broken the rules, disregarded her 
orders, laughed at hospital discipline. 


Nurses Strike and Win. 


Then the nurses were dismissed and a con- 


ference was held, as the result of which a 
committee was sent to announce to Mise 


Sheppard that the punishment would not be 


accepted and that the girls would quit unkss 
it wae withdrawn. The superintendent was 
obé@urate and the nurses laid aside their caps 
and aprons and walked out. 

For two hours committees and messengers 


‘skirmished between the two camps and ip 


the end Mise Sheppard agreed to recaH the 
punishment and to leave the whole matter 
in the hands of the board of directors. Only 


then did the girls return to their duties and 


the strike was ended. 
While the strike was in progress frantic 


telephone messages ‘were sent to the resi- 
~_ of Mre. Margaret Inglehart, president 


the boaré of directors. But Mrs. Ingle- 


<> was away from home and could not be 
found until noon; when a truce had been ar- 
ranged. Upon learning of the difficulty, Mrs. 
Inglehart hurried to the hospital and held 
a conference with Miss Sheppard. After 
the conference she reluctantly consented to 
talk about the trouble. 


Excuses for Both Sides. 

“The difficulty is not serious,” she said. 
“Of course, the girls violated the rules and 
but they. are just girls and 
like to have good times the same as all young 
people. I don’t think the board will find it 

necessary to inflict any punishment. 

“Miss Sheppard has my support and in 
no way is she to be blamed for the trouble, 
As superintendent she must maintain dis- 


cipline, I shall see the girls and have a talk 
with them and I have no doubt the whole 


matter oan be easily adjusted and smoothed 
over. It all seems to be the result of a little 


. misunderstanding.” 

Mrs. Inglehart said she knew nothing of 
complaints on the part of the nurses that 
they were overworked and the hospital food 


was not agreeable.

Corn Traders Even Up. 


Week end evening up was more effective 
in the corn market than in either wheat or 
oats. Trade was not active at any time, 
although the business wag steady through- 
out, Excepting in the far southwest, weath- 
er conditions were considered more favor- 
able to the growing crop, although the vol- 
uine of bad reports from the west was large, 
many of the advices being radically bullish. 
While country offerings were more liberal 
of the advanced bids, the total was not 
large, The demand for cash corn was sharp, 
with values materially higher.

There was the usual deluge of unfavorable 
crop reports from important producing re- 
gions and the demand for the cash article 
was excellent at materially improved prices. 
Local feceipts were 286 cars, of which only 
one car graded standard, the ‘tuesday esti- 
mate being 602 cars.

a better inquiry for that class of wheat yes- 
terday, was the notable feature of the cash 
market here. The,.stocks of hard wheat are 
about all sold to go out, and dealers claim 
that the inquiry for the red winter, which has 
been practically nil for some time past, is 
growing much better. Sales here were fait- 
ly large. Minneapolis’ reported a good de- 
mand for No.1 northern. Some of the sam- 
ples of new wheat received at the north- 
western market are said to be of fine quality. 
Stocks there decreased 200,000 bu for one day 
this week. The southwesterm markets re- 


| ported a sharp demand for wheat, and flour 


dealers also said business was of an excel- 
lent character. New York wired that Ger- 
many. was in the market for No. 2 red win- 
ter wheat for the first time in months, and 
that sales would be large of all kinde of 
wheat. The demand for corn and oats here 
was active and prices were steady to ec 
higher for corn and 1@2c_up for oate. Coun- 
try offerings of corn were said to be larger 
in some directions. Local sales were 140,000 
bu wheat, 210.000 bu corn, and 180,000 bu 
oats. The seaboard reported sales of 360,000 
bu of wheat and 120,000 bu of corn. 

Barrell, Bartlett-Fragier, Chapin, Walker, 
and Wrenn were the beading buyers of wheat, 
and the northwest was a moderate seller. 
Wrenn sold early, turning to the buying side 
later. Pit traders sold at the cutset, but cov- 
ered on the advance. Kréght-McDougal 
and Comstock were good buyers of corn 
early, with Bartlett-Frazier the best early 
seller. Later Patten brokers were buyers, 
and the crowd was forced to cover on the 
strength in oats and wheat. Logan-Bryan 
sold moderately at the start. December oats 
were in demand at the start andthe differ- 
ence was narrowed to %c at one tme, as com 
pared to May. Bartlett-Frailer started buy~ 
ing a few oats and the crowd found offerings 
practically nil and bid the price of May up 
sharply. Swift wae a buyer of lard. Offer- 
ings were light. 

While carrying tharges for wheat in the 
local market narrowed slightly there was 
an increase in the rate at St. Louis to 8%c. 
It. costs more to carry wheat at St. Louis 
than it does here, owing to higher‘rates of 
storage and insurance, but the September- 
Wecember difference there yesterday more 
than represents the actual costs. The trade 
here is not expecting heavy deliveries next 
Tuesday, as speculators have liquidated 
their September holdings, leaving large 
stocks of cash wheat practically in the con- 
trol of the big elevator owners, who are per- 
fectly willing to finance the grain since 
they are abundantly compensated for their 
trouble. 

P, 5. Goodman, who is traveling through 
Illinois for Clement, Curtis & Co., sent the 
following message yesterday: ‘‘ From Jack- 
sonvilie to Quincy, Ill., corn is similar to 
that of the eastern section of the state— 
sone good fields and many poor and back- 
ward. The hot weather, night and day, pre- 
vailing this week will advance development 
all over the belt. Came through Missouri 
from Hannibal to St. Louis this afternoon: 
principally bottom land. Little of) the corn 
has overcome a bad start. year the 
yield was prolific; this year it will not aver- 
age one-third as much.” 

“ That there has been a decline in the con- 
dition of the growing corn crop during Au- 
gust is almost a certainty, if any reliance 
can be placed upon the advices received 
from the principal producing states during 
the week,” says J. F. JacKson. ‘* Farmers 


are chary about parting with their old sup-« 


plies,. either because they are greatly re- 
duced or because the new crop is not satis- 
factory. With the prospect of not over a 
2,500,000,000 bu crop, with the probability 
of its being less, either reason is sufficient to 
warrant the belief that the crop of 1907 is 
going to command a materially higher range 
of. prices than that of any since 1901,” 

Estimated ‘local receipts for Tuesday are 
for 378 cars of wheat, 878 cars of corn, 76% 
cars of oats, and 334,000 hogs. 

A prominent miller at- Minneapolis wired 
that he has just received a cable from 
Odess, Russia, stating that the weather 
was unfavorable. Heavy rains and great 
damage in north Russia are reported. 

Minneapolis forwarded a good many re- 
pors of disappointing thrashing returns, a 
good sample of which was one message from 
Wolverton, Minn., in the Red river vailey, 
which said that all the late wheat is turning 
out light and poor quality and shelling badly. 

There was a big trade in wheat indemnities 
after the close. The Bartlett-Frazier con- 
cern was credited with taking ‘“‘ups”’ for 
fully 1,000,000 bu December.

Yet along 
comes “The Round Up,” takes possession

So much for the paychologica!l astuteness 
that lies behind that offer of free “trial 
treatment.” If I were offering to the public 
some vials of pure lake water to be taken 
one drop after meals ‘under the name of 
“‘ Imperial Blood Purifier," I certainly should 
offer a free trial treatment, for I know by 
experience that a paying percentage of those 
who tried that, pure lake water would order 
more, under the impression that it was help- 
ing them. 

The concern, however, does not send out 
these bottles of “ trial treatment ”’ with the 
intention of leaving the patiegt to discover 
for himself, alone and unaided, whether or 
not it is helping his complaint. It means 
to help him reach his decision. When a 
clever and unscrupulous man is dealing by 
mail with hundreds of ignorant and ailing 
persons he can influence a surprfsing per- 
centage of them by his letters into adopting 
his suggestions as their own conclusions. 

Our method of following up the trial treat- 
ment was to send the stuff and at the same 
time mail to the patient a form letter an- 
nouncing that the medicine had been for- 
warded as he had requested.

Old WorKkmen Open Shops. 
It is a favorite method of a great many 


skilled tradesmen to establish a business of 


their own when they realize that their value 
as ir BN Se l@ decreasing. Thus, a great 
many locksmitha, gun and umbrella repair- 
ers, odd job carpenters and contractors in @ 
smnall way, once were regularly employed 
mechanics. Sometimes they do not make as 
much in this way as they did previously by 
following their trade, and sometimes they 
make more. It all depends on the man and 
the local conditions. 

A great many union labor organizations 
have what they call sick and out'of work 
benefits. In a great many instances the 
members of these unions, who are too old te 
work, are allowed to share in the other bene- 
fit funds. The cigarmakers’ union especially 
is liberal in this regard, and Mr. Perkins, its 
president, says it practically is a superan- 
nuation scheme of relief. 

With the development of the unions there is 
a spread of fraternal feeling among working- 
men, and especially the skilled tradesmen. 
This, the union officials say, makes it much 
easier for superannuated mechanics to get 
along. When these old men establish a little 


shop of their own they always are patronized 


well by their fellow unionists. An old me- 
chanic with a card showing him to be in good 
standing in his union seldom appeals in vain 
for help from the members of his own or 
other unions.

No Aid for Nonunion Man. 

While some progress has been made to- 
ward the solution of the superannuation 
problem among union men, nothing has been 
done to provide the nonunion mechanics with 
assistance when they reach old age. These 
men, who are greater in numbers than the 
unionists, must look out for themselves when 
they get too old_to work. The nonunion 
mechanic has an advantage in that he Is tol- 
erated in many open shops where he would 
not be able to hold his place, on accotnt of 
his age, with an employer paying the union 
scale. Union men get better pay and for 
that reason employers demand more and bet- 
ter work from them in the same length of 
time. 

A large and growing number of employing 
concerns in Chicago are establishing a pen- 
sion system of thelr own for their superan- 
uated mechanics. To those who are eligible

All the new clerks are 
put into classes for the first few days of their 
employment, and the manager, who wants to 
know each employé, conducts these classes 
personally. He talks to his “‘ pupils ” upon 
various topics, such as the “ Appeal of the 
Clerk to the Customer," “‘ The Treatment of 
a Prospective Purchaser,”’ ‘‘ Genial Clerks 
and Fastidious Buyers,”’ “‘ The Value of Ob- 
serving Human Nature,” “ The Customer as 
& Subject for Study,” ‘‘A Study of the 
Wants of a Customer,” on the lacation of 
the varfous departments, in regard to the 
catalogues of the house, and on any other 
subject that may be of value to the particu- 
lar class he is instructing. In this way he 
learns the names and faces Of his young men 
and women, and becomes known to them as a 
human being possessed of the faculties of in- 
telligence, sympathy, consideration, and 
everything that is admirable in a man. 

After his ‘“ pupils "’ are placed in the differ- 
ent departments the manager visits them 
frequently, but always with the attitude of 
teacher and adviser rather than sulky Mag~ 
nus, which so many employers consider 
necessary to dignity and important in gaining 
proper respect from employés. In the course 
of a few weeks this manager knows his man 


intelligently and wins a personal regard from 


his employé which is of great value. To 
show appreciation and further personal in- 
terest in his employé the manager sends out 
the following circular when an employé 
makes good:

“You have been connected with our insti-

“One accomplishes two things by doing 
nis best. First and most important, earnest 
work is In itself an education.

doing their duty. 


’* Among the many things which afd us in 
our efforts for advancement, character is, of 
course, first and foremost. Two other qua!!- 
fications stand out prominently as essen- 
tials. One is knowledge, the other is obe- 
dience. 

“It is our hope that each employé who en- 
ters our institution will enter it with the 
idea of amounting to something worth while 
and of obtaining a position up to the limit of 
his real ability. I do not know how this can 
be accomplished unless the employ6 is willing 
to make a study of the affairs that he come in 
contact with. It of course is nonsense for 
us to promote into positions of trust and re- 
sponsibility any man or woman who has beén 
so short sighted as to overlook the oppor- 
tunities for self-education.

© phone or not to phone—that is a 

question which is perplexing a-great 

many people who begin to see the error 

of their waye and note the result of 

too much telephoning in the falling off 
of business. 

There are two sides to the telephone ques- 
tion, as there are to most-th'ngs. Ask @]most 
any business house in the country what mod- 
ern, invention has had the best influence on 
its business and the answer almost invaria- 
bly will be, “ The telephone.” Yet this 
same telephone, according to the head ofa 
big Chicago firm, costs his establishment 

undreds of dollars every year in spite of 
the fact that they have their eyes open and 
watch carefully to keep this loss at minimum 
figures. In places where they are not awake 
to the possibilities of loss through the use 
—or more correctly the misuse—of the tele- 
phone, business running up into thousands 


‘of dollars is allowed to escape annually, 


through lack of judgment in using the phone. 

To get at’ the point quickly take a line 
from your own expertence—have you not seen 
the time when you found it necessary to 
countermand an order or cancel an agree- 
ment of some kind and chose to do so by tele- 
phone rather than to go in person and possi- 
bly be persuaded against your wishes to- le 
the arrangement stand? It may seema little 
too much like moral cowerdice to be admit- 
ted, but the fact remains that you felt is 
your bones that you could hold your own 
against the “ blandishments”’ and argu- 
ments’of the party of the second part at the 
end of a long distance wire while you were 
not at all certain that it would not be em- 
barrassing to do so if you met him face to 


face.

‘Decline Offer Over Phone. 

Isn't it easy, then, to sec how it works out 
the other way? Suppose the arrangement 
was not yet completed and the other fellow 
wanted to communicate with you and close 
the deal. Wouldn't you be a good deal more 
apt to decline his proposition if he called you 
up and talked it over the wire than if he came 

vo you persoraily and directed his arguments 
forcefully and with the aid of his own per-

he and his proposition stand—the whole atti- 
tude of the man he Is interviewing means 
something to a good salesman, and these 
things are lost absolutely in a telephone in- 
terview. 

If a personal interview is not practical then 
@ letter is next best. A letter may come at 
the wrong moment, but if so it probably will 
not be read until a more opportune time, and 
some thought surely will be given to the sub- 
ject when an answer is dictated. But the 
telephone call coming at the wrong time 
quickly is disposed of, and more than likely 
the other avenues of attack shut off. And 
even if the telephone interview is granted 
there is little or no chance to detect the 
“ psychological moment ” for clinching or to 
know when just enough has been said. At 
best it is risky to try to do business—partic- 
ularly to create new business—over the wire.

Busy Signal Stops Argument. 

In the first place there are the innumerable 
annoyances to which one may be subjected 
during an interview by phone which ara 
trying If not disastrous. Suppose you have 
a man talked up to a point where he Is just 
about ready to land‘: on your side of the 
bargain and then “ central ” cuts you off, or 
the busy signal gets busy, or somebody says 
“ number please" in the middle of your con- 
versation—by the time you get back to busi-. 
ness your man ‘s out of the notion and you 
are disgusted. You either have to do the 
work over again or lose the deal altogether. 

Of courge, there are a great many times 
when the telephone is the only practical or 
desirable medium and in those cases it pays 
to remember some of the little points which 
play for or against success in an undertaking 
supported entirely by words. For one thing 
don’t try to be funny or joke with a stranger 
by telephone. Ideas of wit and humor differ 
widely and it is hard to know just how your 
specialty may strike a man you do not know 
well. Once in a while, too, mistakes occur 
and you may find out after several minutes’ 
coaversation that you have not been talking 
to the man you thought yout had.

The chap at the other end of the line 
may be doubled up over it, but if you don't 
hear a sound you wonder why it is that some 
people cannot see @ joke. But if you hear a 
good round laugh how comfortable you feel 
and how much you appreciate the story with 
which he comes back at you. Indeed, noth- 
ing will count so much as a good, big, audible 
laugh if you really want to win by phone. 

We get plenty of advice about telephone 
tact and telephone courtesy, but not muci 
about the psychology of it. It will pay to 
think twice befdfe you use the phone-et al! 
except’ to make or break an appointment, and 
when you’ decide to use it it will pay still 
better to watch the Impression you are mak- 
ing, just as you would if you were talking 
face to faee..,. aes :

Whittles Up His Socket Car; 


Stories of Nelson Morris. 
By Arthur West. 


WO things characterized Nelson Mor- 
ris among his friends and associates in 
the stockyards 
squeaky voice and his habit of whit- 
tling. 

And of his whittling no end of stories are 
told, Once, when he was making hie an- 


nual winter trip to California, Mr. Morris, 


was left alone for a few hours in a state- 
room of his handsomely decorated private 
car, in which he and his family were mak- 
ing the trip west. Later, when his wife re- 
urned, she found the window sills, the walls 
of the car, and the chair arms, all of which 
were carved from the costliest of hard- 
woods, hacked and gouged and splintered 
until the whole place had more the appear- 
ance of @ carpenter’s workshop than a étate- 
room. When his wife looked at him accus- 


‘ingly hé stopped whittling, and then, seeing 


what he had done, he remarked in his usual 
squeaky voice: 

“©, by jing, ma, look what I've done! I 
bet I’ll catch the dickens for this.” 

Whittling was the packer’s favorite 
amusement. Whenever he went out into 
the yards there always was a pine stick in 
the buggy, put there by a boy named Jimmy 
Wall, whose main duty it was to see that 
his employer was kept supplied with whit- 
tling material) Jimmy also. was supposed 
to buy the office stamps, but this duty he 
shoved off on toone of the other boys. Some- 
times the other boys objected and a written 
complaint was sent to the beef baron. 

“Now, you never mind little Jimmy,” he 
would say, in his high pitched voice. “ That 
boy knows where there's all kinds of pine 
sticks without knots in ‘em, and “that’s 
enough for him to know. ,You let Httle 
Jimmy alone and quit pegging at him.” — 

Little Jimmy, who was known from one 
end of the stockyards to the other as Nels 
Morris’ official stick finder, died a few years 
ago, and it is recorded that no one was more 
distressed over his death than the million- 
aire packer for whom he had worked. 

Mr. Morris was scrupulously accurate in 
his business affairs. In the early days of the 
stockyards accounts between the packers 
and cattlemen often were carried in the 
heads of the men who dealt with each other. 
Often, when he was doing business in a 
small way at the old Myrick yards, he did all 
of his bookkeeping in his head, and this de- 
veloped in him a remarkable capacity for 
detail, It also made his memory keen, as 
one man, at least, learned to his sorrow,

Remembered an 85 Cent Debt, 

When young Morris first came to Chicago 
he did odd jobs about the old Myrick hotel 
at Twenty-sixth street and Cottage Grove 
avenue. Twenty-five years later, when he 
was established in the present stockyards, 
he met a man who had known him in the old 
days. Mr. Morris had reason to believe 
that this man disliked him on account of 
his Jewish origin and this belief ‘was 
strengthened when the man asked him, in 
the presence of some of his friends, if he 
remembered the time when he. blacked 
boots for a living. 

“I suppose you remember me,” said the 
man, “and how you used to black my boots 
when I came to town.” 

“Yes,"’ the packer squeaked: “' Yes, I'll 
never forget you. I've got a little book in 
my attic at home which shows that you still 
owe me 85 cents.” 

The man stammered about a willingness 
to pay, but the great packer was gone be- 
fore he could get the money out of his pocket.

and they often were corhmissioned to visit 
the seaboard cities to see that consignments 
of beef, both on and off the hoof, got through 
properly.

“ Buck ” wére told to prepare for a trip to 
Providence, R. I. At that time “ Scotty ”’ 
had an overcoat that was entitled to & pen- 
sion if ever long service deserved that re- 
ward. Also he knew that his employer had 
a fine English melton coat which had been 
presented to him by a London tailor and 
which he never had worn. This coat had 
hung all winter in the packer’s private office 
and “ Scotty,” figuring that some one else 
would steal it if, he didn’t, made away with 
it the night before he was to start east. 

A few days later, when he and “ Buck” 
returned from Providence, they saw Morris 
standing in one of the cattle pens haggling 
with a salesman over the price of some fine 
steers. They walked up to report, ** Scotty ” 
having forgotten about the purloined coat, 
although he still was weating It.

Two of thé calves were 
slightly crippled, and the two men “were 
taking them to the yards in the pack- 
er’s buggy. When they reached the court- 
heuse they saw a great crowd assembled in 
front, and on investigation Morris found 
that the excitement was caused by a woman, 
who was addressing the prucHtude on the 
temperance question. 

Morris at once got out of the buggy and 
started to work his way to the front, leav- 
ing ‘“‘Scotty’’ to look out for the calves. 
While he was gone a horse car came along, 
frightening the packer’s driving fag so 
badly that the hugsy, containing “ Scotty ” 
and the calves, was upset. In the exciternent 
one of the calves was so severely trampled 
by the mob that it had to be killed, and 
“Scotty,” trying to right his, buggy and 
capture the other calf, had an awful time. 
Finally he got the remaining’ calf into the 
buggy and then, tired of waiting for his em- 
rloyer, drove off toward the yards. 

The next day Morris wanted to know all 
about it, and when “Scotty” told him 
there wasn’t a more disgusted man fn the 
stockyards.

Morris was known all over the stockyards 
for his charities, although he never was 
ostentatious in this regard. One day during 
the hard times of 1898 he and Woods were 
riding along one of the streets in the vicinity 
of the stockyarde when they came upon five 
women standing in the road crying. The 
packer stopped to inquire into their difficulty 
and was told by one of the Women that all 
their children were sick and hungry and that 
none of them had anything to eati Where- 
upon he ordered his companion to take them 
all back to the bank and give them §10 each. 
Before Woods started one of the women, rec- 
ognizing the packer and knowing him tb bea 
wealthy man, began to revile him for not 
offering them more than $10. 

“ All right, Scotty,” he said. “You may 
give the others $10, but don’t give this woman 
anything.” 

At that the woman began to ery, but Morris 
drove away before she cduld make an 
apology. The next day, however, he called 
“Scotty” over to his desk ta ask him what 
the woman had done or said after he had 
gone. 

Scotty noticed that his employer seemed 
to be worried about it and when he told him 
that he had given all of the women $10 as he 
had been orderéd at first Morris was relieved. 

“Seotty,” he said, “it's @ good thing 
there’s a little sense between the two of 
us. I was awake all night wondering [f you 
had let me make a [00] of myself over a little 
money.

Mr. Morris’ death removes the centra} fig- 
ure in that narrowing little circle of men and 
women who Knew the stockyards of the old 
days. Of the group who used to gather 
around the big wood stove in the old Myrick 
house at Twenty-sixth street and Cottage 
Grove avenue Only a few remain. 

Of these “ Bill”’ Sherman and his brother 
Walter, now a Chicago wagon maker, are 
two. . 

Sherman B. Chapman, who used to work 
with Morris in the late ’50s, is now the owner 
of an express and dray line and still is active 
in the social, business, and politica] affairs 
of the stockyards. Mr. Chapman's sisters, 
Debora Chapman and Mrs. Ed Strong, the 
latter of Kalamazoo, Mich., together with 
Mrs. Joseph Bligh, all of whom lived at the 
famous old hotel of those days, still are alive. 

To them the passing of Nélson Morris 
marks the end of an epoch that saw the 
stockyards rise from a prairie to a #warming 
center of industry. They Knew the great 
packer as no one else knew him; not as a 
man of millions and great affairs, but as the 
simple, big hearted, and industrious ‘' Nel- 
son Morris.”

Evory man who shaves himeelf and has 
Gone so for ten years or more is a crank 
about his razor. He may be silly about hAit 
a dozen of them; but over one rasor at ieast 
every careful man who shaves himself daily 
may expect to develop a soft spot. He doesn’t 
appreciate the luxury of shaving himself if 
he doesn’t; and he won’t long shave himself 
if he can’t develop that appreciation soitie- 
how. 

It is this disposition of the man to become 
foolish about his rasof that is making the 
razor market of the world today. If a man 
has a fine cutting biade, it oecurs to him that 
it should have an appropriate setting. Just 
as naturally it appeals to him that a rasor 
having an ivory, pearl shell, or silver handle 
should be better than 4 blade mounted in 
plain hard-rubbet. Anyhow, when he oon- 
siders that in bu his first razor it may 
be used by his great grandson, he feels ab if 
he were mean to think of paying no mors 
than $1 for it, that one shouldn't expect to 
have a rasor in use every day of His life at 
& per annum cost of 1.5 cents, when ah ordi- 
nary pocket knife may cost him $1.60 a year.

Wide Comparison in Cost. 

There is something striking ih thé com 
parison of cost between the everyday pocket 
knife and the everyday rasor. 

A razor which has cost $1 may be as good 
@ razor as ever was honed or stropped, and 
with care and judgment it may last 100 t6 150 
years. Only a fairly go00d pocket knifé ¢an 
be bought for §1 and taking the chanves of 
losing it, breaking it, and finding it inédiffer- 
ent a& to cutting edge, the man at 70 years 
old has paid §60 to $75 for pocket khivés. 

Of the razor In gene it may sald, 
“ By its handle you won't know it.” In any 
other handle the blade may shave as’ smooth 
and in this fetich worship of the razof many 
a $1 blade has beén set in carvéd Ivory hdfidle 
costing ten times as much as the steel. As an 
indication how the handié of the average 
razor affects its price, oné of the oldest of 
razor houses in Germany, which under the 
same natne has been hada oue razors for 
200 years, tharketé its phoduct through the 
Chicago retailer at $2 for the cheapest and 
$5 for the best make,

Methods Unchanged for Centuries, 

In these 200 years of razor making by this 
house in Solingen there has been no material 
change in the manufacture of the étéel of 
which the blades are madé. There has been 
no change Whatever in the temperihg¢ process. 
And not in 100 years has there been a sig- 
nificant change in the style of grinding anda 
shaping these razor bladea. 

But how cheaply a razor blade may be 
made after all does not indicate that the blade 
which cost $1 is worth no more than that 
dollar. E. Kraut, ore of the razor experts 
of Chicago, whose grandfather in Saxony 


in 1805 was turning out some of the earliest 


of the hollow groufid razors, Insists that 
no man living can\take up a Fagor and tell 
from an examination of a few minutes 
whether its cutting edge will be good or bad. 

Which is proof to the razor crank that a 
blade which may have cost him only $1 may 
be something to refuse $5 for, while he goes 
out and pays another $6 for a carved shell 
handle. 

a * 

First Try Blade, Then Buy Handle. 

It does hold, however, that if a man wishes 
a handsome razor or set of them he may save 
money by buying at first purchage the Nard 
rubber handle, trying the blade, a:.i when he 
has proved it buying the ornate handle for 
the tried steel. Without the quality, temper, 
and proportion of thé blade the razor is noth- 
ing; and there are as many chances for poor 
steedl in the costly handle as in the cheap 
handle of hard rubber. \ 

Betwéen a recognized good razor and the 
exceptionally “ best’’ blade, too, there is a 
great difference. Some blades will admit of 
a man’s: shaving with them every day for 
three months with no more than 4 little strop- 
ping across the palm of thehand They may 
go without honing for a year. At the same 
time, one man having the knack may get 
more satisfaction out of the passable blade 
than another can get from the finest paren, of 
steel ever turned from a factory. 


Art in Keeping Blade Sharp. 

Inputting on this rasor edge both the honing 
and stropping movement should draw the 
blade from the heel to the point. This es- 
tadlishes the direction of the infinitesimally 
small saw teeth of the razor’sedge. In shav- 
ing, the ragor should be pushed over the 
face from the point toward the heel, revers- 
ing the stropping movement and giving the 
saw edge its greatest cutting capacity: 

Just as there are more smooth faces among 
men now that in years agone, and asa the item 
of time draws men away from the barber's 
chair, there are more men than ever before in 
Atherica shaving themselves. It is @ sug- 
gestion worth while to the young man that 
saving the 15 cents for a barber's shave is 
well worth while, to say nothing of a gen- 
eral improvement in his appearanés. Or- 
dinarily, the man who shaves himsélf has a 
smoother, cleaner fecé. He doesn’t need to 
go downtown with sitbby chin, and risk 
waitiig ten to twenty minutes for his turn 
at the chair. If he is at all handy he can 
learh to shave himself smoothly in five min- 
utes, and he can do it every morning as a 
part of his tollet. To be shaved in a shop 
seven times a week will cost him $1 at the 
least, to say nothing of tips. '

Bank Guards Must Be Loyal.

HE special policemen stationed in the 
rotundas of the big downtown banks 
have much important work to do. 
They are not there for purely orna- 
mental purposes, as might be supposed 

by those who are not familiar with them. 
The duties of the bank policemen do not end 
after they have directed customers to their 
proper windows. That is only a small part of 
their work. A - 

Most of the doormen and special officers em- 
ployed by the banks are old Pinkerton men 
or city policemen. The reason for this is 
that the banks want men who are familiar 
with criminals and their ways, and who have 
an acquaintance with the under world. Only 
officers of this sort are of value to the banks. 
They are the ones who know the face of 
@ criminal as soon as it appears in the bank, 
and it is because of this knowledge that 
they are looked upon as great aids to cash- 
fers and paying tellers. It is their duty to 
point out the ones they suspect, and so ex- 
tensive is their knowledge and so accurate 
their judgment that they seldom make a 


mistake. shee 
Never Forgets Man’s Face. 


Some Chicago bank policemen have a: 


wonderful knowledge of faces. J. W. Dee- 
gan, who for twénty-five years has been the 
chief of the First National bank's staff of 
special officers, is said to know every cus- 
tomer of the bank in which he works. When 
he once gets a man fixed in his mind he never 
forgets his face or hig name, and many & 
First National customer has been surprised, 
after returning to the city after an absence 
of many years, to hear his name called by 
the bank doorman. 

The First National bank has a staff of 
eleven special policemen; more than some 
cities of 10,000 inhabitants can boast of. Of 
these men all except one came from the 
Pinkertons. Mr. Deegan, the chiel, served 
ten years as & Pinkerton watchman and de- 
tective before he was associated with the 
bank. The squad is divided into a day and 
night shift, with six men working days and

The American Trust company employs 
eight special policemen. One of these, J. 
S. Keefe, who watches the big vaults in the 
basement, was an Evanston policeman for 
eighteen years before he entered the employ 
of the bank. Another of the American 
Trust men is A. L. Schubert, a former city 
fireman of thirty-four years’ experience. Mr. 
Schubert was.captain of engine company No. 
48 when he retired from the city force, andes 
a mark of the esteem in which he was held 
py his fellow firemen he has a fine gold badge 
given to him at se te of his retirement.

Dennis Simmons, chief of the Illinois Trust 
and Savings bank’s staff, is a civil war vet- 
eran, and was a Pinkerton man for many 
years before he became a bank policeman. 
John* Bell of the Merchants’ Loan and Trust 
company is another who worked with the 
Pinkertons in his early days.

Holds Record for Service. 

Probably the oldest bank policeman in Chi- 
cago is Thomas Johnson, chief of the staff of 
the Hiternian bank. Mr. Johnson has worn 
his special policeman’s star for thirty-six 
years and only recently was retired from ac- 
tive service. -* ’ 

The bank policeman is used largely for 
transporting sums of money from one bank to 
another. Oscar Burne, one of the mén at the 
American Trust company, says he often is 
required to carry as much as one or two hun- 
dred thousand dollars in cash from one end of 
town to the other.. A bank policeman always 
follows the messengers when they are sent 
into the street with packages of money, so 
it woukin’t be as easy as it might seem to 
wrest the wealth away from some of the 
lads who may be seen scurrying through the 
streets with it almost any dey.

Methods of PicKpocKets. 

It is a favorite method of pickpockets and 
robbers who have designs on certain bank 
customers to follow their victims into their 
banks, They do this in order to learn wheth- 
er any with@rawals are made. They stand 
behind their intended victim,usually an eld- 
erly man or woman, and follow them as 
they work their way along in the line toward 
the window of the paying tellers. After the 
money is withdrawn it is an easy matter to 
follow the bank customer into the street, 
where, if an opportunity is presented, a rob- 
beryis committed. ‘

Aids Bank's Customers. 

The bank policemen have to keep their 
eye on these fellows. In any bank the spe- 
cial officer may be seen walking along the line 
of customers, apparently concerned only that 
there shall be no crowding or cheating out of 
turn, These, however, are only minor cares 
with him. What ‘he Is looking for is the nerv- 
ous face of the criminal or pickpocket. 

Besides these things the bank policeman 
has to aid customers in making out deposit 
and withdrawal slips, and it lg to him that the 
new and strange customers always go for 
advice or information. With his several 
duties the bank policeman is kept pretty busy

The great lakes fisherman—there are thou-. 


sands of him—is not the patient disciple of 
Izaak Walton one sees on the Chicago breek- 
water or pier with his legs twined around a 
post and a pipe in hie mouth. He does not 
use a hook and line, nor a seine; he knows 
nothing, professionally, about a spoon hook 
oz fly; he does not fish either with minnows 
or grasshoppers, nor with any of the nim- 
rod’s paraphernalia. Yet he will put out of 
the great lakes waters in the United States 
anéd Canada this year 150,000,000 pounds of 
fish—75,000 tons of fish.

§,000 Carloads of Fish. 

It is considered a safe estimate to say this 
meane more than 75,000,000 fishes. But 
etate? commercially i means. 1,000,000 
boxes of fish, and that number of boxes end 
to end would make a “ straight and narrow ”’ 
if somewhat scaly patch from Chicago to 
Omaha, or more than half way from Chicago 
to New York. If piled one on top of another 
—and if the wind didn't blow them down— 
they would make a ehaft of fish boxes 250 


miles high, fifty times as high as the highes* 


ppeak of the Andes or Alps. These boxes 
would load 5,000 boxcars to the limit; these 


. ears would make a train over twenty-five 


smiles in length. 

This quantity of fish from the great lakes 
makes one wonder where and how it is con- 
gumed, but the total catch of fish in the 
United States and in Canada is over 2,000,- 
000,000 pounds, a total 60 enormous that 
one comes to feel there ie no use wondering 
at the big figures.. Commercial fishing 
abounds in astonisaing figures. The waters 

gre open to every man who will obey the law, 
and, therefore, the sources of supply are 
almost limitless, with 800,000 retail dealers 
“in the Unfteé States to demand a constantly 
fresh stock.

_ Million People Live by Fishing. 

Altogether over 280,000 men: spend their 
lives a-fishing or doing Ahe work that is 
mecessary to the catching of fish. That 
means that at least a million people—an 
cightieth of our population—are supported 
by the fishing industry. Like farming, fish- 
ing is so open to all men that no “ monopoly " 
can exploit the industry, and never have, 
concerns grown big enough to handle 6 per 
cent of the total catch, but the other 96 per 
cer.t—so courts have held—insure the world 
against the possibility of a “trust ’’ in fish, 

The great lakes fisherman is a composite 
being, for there are the net stringers and fish 
cleaners ashore and the fishermen, pilot, 
ergineers, and fireman on each fishing tug. 
Usually the captain is the owner and pilot. 
That means an investment of. $5,000 to $6,000 
in the tugboat and $2,600 to’ $3,000 more in

How the Nets Are Set. 
-To understand the captain of a fish tug— 
the master fishegman of the lakes—one must 
know what he fishes with, how he fishes, and 
where, and when. His snare is the great 


_ gillnet, and set far below the surface, zigzag, 


with each zig and zag half @ milelong. At 
either end are buoys, with, numbered pen- 
nants. The net is 8 feet wide and made of 
stout linen thread, woven in a mesh from 3% 


to 5 inches lengthwise, and half as wide. At 


each edge of this mesh a strong twine is 
“strung” in; this js the work of the “ net 
‘gtringers,” who often are women. On one 


edge, every 8 feet, lead sinkers as big as a 
wienerwurst sausage are fastened to the 


twine, and at the same intervals on the other 


edge are cedar “ corks,” well tarred, and 
Naturally when 


the net is paid out from the stern of a mov- 
ing boat it sinks below the surface in @ 
vertical position, the mesh standing upright 
like a frai) fence. 


net is lifted by a revolving drum, driven by 
Steam pressure, not rolled around it, but 
drawn in by the clutch of the brass teeth of 
the drum upon the swimming twine. Ag it 
Srows taut and comes dripping éut of the’ 
water, all eyes are drawa to watch it and 
there is a shout from the most seasoned crew 
when there is a gleam below the surface and 
then a flopping whitefish or trout comes over- 
side, to be released from the het and thrown 
into a box in the bow.

Rolling the Nets on a Drum. 

From that moment the monotonous rattle 
of ‘the sinkers and corks upon the revolving 
Grum continues unceasingly, except for oc- 
casional drouble, until the six miles of net in. 
the full “gang” is lifted and stowed in 
bexes at the stern, ready to be set again, 
One man pulle the net off the drum and 
stows it in a box; from one man to sevéen— 
according to the amount the eatch- 


“clear ’’ the net of the fish that come whirl- . 


ing in as though pumped from the lake. 


Another man astride the gunwale, with gaff - 


in hand—a modern Neptune with a modern 
trident—intently looks far down for the firat 
glimpse of a snared fish, and skilifully gaffs 
it, to prevent posaible esoape by the breaking 
of the meshes. 

The captain darte from the wheel to the 
boat's side to maneuver the slowly moving 
craft, and a shrill whistle voices his inces- 
sant commands to the engine room All 
work in silence. The swash of the waves 
against the bow, the monotone of the lifting 
dium, the frequent “ ke-slop” of the fish 
om the work table, with the shrill ofthe 
imperative whistie—‘‘ Toot!’’ stop; ‘ Toot, 
toot!” back; “ Toot!” ahead again—these are 
the accompaniments to the lake fisherman's 
labor. All about the wheeling gulls are cry- 
ing and diving for the sméll fish thrown 
back. Occasionally there is the shout of 
“Jumbo-o-o!"’ when a monster trout or white- 
fish comes abeéaré and turns its somersault 
into the resounding drum.

Seven Tons in Two Days. 

All the time the net is bringing In the fish, 
box after box full, sometimes go fast half a 
dozen men cannot keep the net clear of them. 
This year one Lake Michigan tug brought in 
from a two days’ trip seven tone of beautiful 
whitefish. One-week the record at Charle- 
voix, the great whitefish port of the world, 
was seventy-eight tons of fish. 

The first net “ lifted,” after three hours or 
more of work, the fish are cleaned while the 
wet nets are paid out as the boat moves 
slowly on its zigzag course. .Then the fish 
are moved agtern and buried with ice and 
covered, and the crew disappears down the 
narrow hatchway to the forecastle’for hot 
coffee and a meal from their capacious 


_ baskets. 


Many lake fishermen have followed the 
vocation a lifetime, and the years have pro- 
duced @ lot of veteran fishermen-pilot-cap- 
taing who know the character and contour 
of the leke bottom for many miles about 
their haunte as you and I know the ups and 
downs of the countryside. To them the un- 
seen depths of the lakes are no miystery; by 
them the catch of any net can be foretold 
closely, barring the strange whims which 
seize the fish at times, making all probabil- 
ities Improbable, making the experience of 
a Hfetime worthless to explain their freak-

Blae Pike in Lake Erie. . 

Lake Erie this year will produce close to 
75,000,000 pounds of fish. In spite of the 
cities Which dot ite shores and in spite of the 
immensity of the shipping that befouls the 
waters, and in spite of the fishing done in 
previous years, the catch will exceed all pre- 
vious years, particularly of blue pike. Nets 

. practically encircle the shores of Lake Erie, 
and gill nets and pound nets are set nearly 
everywhere in it. j 

But the whitefish and lake trout are daught 
in greatest quantities in Lake Michigan, from 
Manitou island, off Grand Traverse bay on 
the Michigan side, up to the straits of Mack- 
inac. The favorite fishing grounds are at the 
straits, in eight of the great ‘‘ log rollway ”’ 
down Which millions of pines have been ig- 
nominiously tumbled, until the ground has 
been bared of brush or grass and is a great 
sear of yellow sanda landmark seen for 
many leagues on this great workroom of the 
“whitefish fleet.” 

The shoal waters about the islands are filled 
with pound nets with the lead net in ten feet 
of water and the stakes which hold the “ pit ” 
driven sometimes one hundred feet down to 
the bottom.

Become Excited as Gamblers. __ 

Tt is little short of a miracie to a landsman 
to see the captain go almost straight to his 
net buoys, although they may have been set 
in a fog, or @ storm, or at night and in the 
open water of the big lake.

of the degree necessary to accomplish its;object. Ex- 
perts of muscular contro) are abje to tense their tissue 
just tight enough to draw upon the bone without 
moving it, alternately contracting and relaxing even 
the smaller bands without making another movement 
or causing even.a quiver in the tissue nearest in asso- 
clation.

It is civilised 
life's freedom from cause for exertion that 
makes neceszary artificial. exercise, with careful 
avoidance of unmethodical subjection to strain. 
Apparatus having taught the physical culture 
student the precise amount of force to thich 
his muscles advisedly may be subjected, he then 
can go through the motions without the use of 
apparatus, controlling the tension of tissue en- 
tirely by the mind.

He does not doubt that the pres- 
ent fad for sandals will spread until adults all over the 
world will have none other than ventilated footwear, so 
that by the time his offspring is grown there will be no 
conventional prejudice against giving freedom to the

The daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Sandow, planned to 
be the most beautifully physiqued woman in the world, 
never is to wear the corset of fashion. Her clothes are 
to be hung from her shoulders, so that no weight may 
rest upon the hips, and there never will be constriction 
of her waistband’ to mold her into form other than that 
given her by nature.

HE miracle 6f the destruction of Jericho 
long has puzzled the bible student. Yet 
it is explicable in a most natural way “in 
the light of modern discoveries as to 
the rock formations of that neighborhood, 
according to several authorities. 
There, however, is another remarkable 
occurrence connected with this fateful 
city, according to the biblical record. It is stated in 
the account of the rebuilding of Jericho, in I. Kings, 
xvi., 34. “In his days did Hiel the Bethelite buili 
Jericho; he laid the foundation thereof with the loss of 
Abiram, his first born, and set up the gate thereof with 
the loss of his youngest son, Segub.” This is the 
translation of the passage as given in the revised 
version, but the old King James, or Authorized ver- 
sion, followed the Hebrew more literally, saying “in 
Abiram” and “in Segub.” Had the translators been 
aware of the custom here hinted at they would have 
translated *“‘on Abiram” and “on Segub,” for it now is 
certain that the horrible custom of slaying a beloved 
son that the foundation might be placed upon his bofy 
was practiced widely all through Palestine, not only in 
early times but so late as the age of the Kings. 
Modern excavations at different places in Palestine 
prove this to have been a general custom, and in the 
light of these discoveries there can be little doubt that 
two sons were sacrificed by Hiel the Bethelite when 
he rebuilt that city, which long since had been cursed 
as the first to oppose the chosen people when ‘they 
entered the promised land under the leadership of 
Joshua.

Walls of Brick and Stone Foundation. 


All of the spring of this year Prof. Sellin has been 
excavating at the site of Jericho, one of the worst 
places in Palestine for such work on accouht of the 
terrific heat and unhealthy swamps thereabout, and lie 
reports that he has found the ancient city wall, buTit 
of burned bricks; thet this wall was ten feet thick, 
standing on se stone foundation. At another point fle 
wall was forty feet thick, this being the more exposed 
side of the city. , 

As was to be expected, Prof. Sellin found many 
ruined houses, with their ancient contents, lamps. 
plates, cups, needles, weights, bronze and stone mills, 
but most interesting of all was the discovery of many 
inscriptions in the old Hebrew script, showing how 
early that was used in Palestine. He has not yet 
reached the foundations of the - walls, so he cannot 
announce with -certainty that the ancient custom of 
human sacrifice was carried out there, though every- 
thing points in that direction, especially the excava- 
tions carried on at Gezer by the Palestine exploration 
fund. There a series of these foundation burials a 
sacrifice have been found, grewsome in their sugg 
tion of the ancient custom. Not only when a city was 
founded was it deemed necessary to slay a man to be 
placed beneath the stones but even in the erection of 
ordinary houses a human sacrifice often was brought. 

This custom is widespread among all savage na- 
tions, and some with considerable claims to civilization. 
The Aztecs were civilized in many respects, but we 
have abundant proofs that they offered human sacri- 
fices at the founding of a city or a building. It still 
is practiced among many savafe tribes of Africa, 
Borneo, the Pacific islands, and India. There are tra- 
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ditions of this custom in Europe, for the legend of ‘an 
infant having been walled up in Liebenstein castle, and 
that the church on Iona was built on the living body 
of Oran, Columba'’s companion, are well known.

Did Hiel Sacrifice His Sons? 


The superstition behind this practice undoubtedly 
is the idea that the spirit of the earth will be pro- 
pitiated, or that the slain victim will act as guardian 
over the city or Louse. In the case of Jericho there 
was a special desire to ward off all evil influences. 

, After the solemn curse of Joshua, in which’ he de- 
clared that Jericho should be set apart as waste and 
uninhabited and specifically had said that the builder 
would do so only with the loss of two sons, it was 
not surprising that when Hiel undertook the task he 
complied literally with the terms of the curse. 

That this is more than probable is proved by the 
ghastly finds at Gezer and Megiddo. In one of the oldest 
houses dug up at Gezer there was found in a space left 
vacant at the corner the skeleton of an aged woman, 
with two food vessels deposited by her side. It was 
plain from the position of the skeleton that it had 
been so placed when the walls were built, being excel-

lent evidence that the body was buried there to bring 


good luck to the house. The bones showed that the 
entire right side of the victim had been crippled and 
twisted by some rheumatic trouble, so she probably 
was selected because of her uselessness. 

In another house the skeleton of a man was fonnd, 
in such a positicn that it was evident the body could 
not have been interred except when the wall was 
built, and this man was minus the left hand, showing 
that he was sacrificed because of his helplessness. At 
Megiddo, beneath the foundations of a tower, Was 
found the body of a girl 15 years old, showing that 
she, too, had been buried as a part of the foundation.

There were numerous instances of bodies of in- ye 


fants buried in jars underneath or in the corners of 
houses. With these bodies often is found a bowl 
which. is symbolic of the sacrifice, for it contained 
either actual blood or wine, typical of blood, and there, 
too, is a lamp, typical of fire. In later structures, 
when the custom of human sacrifice was abolished, the 
bowl and lamp still were buried at the corner, Sym- 
bolic of the sacrifice. With all this accumulated evi- 
dence it is difficult to doubt the accuracy of the 
biblical account of the rebuilding of the walis of 


/Jericho, and the excavations of Prof. Sellin cannot 


but confirm this conclusion. 

As to the original destruction of this great pagan 
city the Book of Joshua is explicit. Every Sunday 
school pupil remembers the tale.of the spies who were 
entertained by Rahab and helped to escape after they 
had promised to save her parents and family. They 
will remember also the peculiar bloodless siege of the 
great walled city. How the Israelites formed -in pro- 
cession and marched around the town once each day 
for six days, and how on the seventh day they marched 
around the town seven times, while trumpets were 
blown and the people shouted in anticipation of a 
marvelous victory. 

The explanation of the falling of the walls of 
Jericho only lately has come from the pen of Dr. 
George Fredesick Wright, professor in the chair of the 
reconciliation of religion and science at Oberlin col- 
lege, O. In his Jatest study of the question in the 
volume, “Scientific Confirmations of Old _ Testament 
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Jericho before the Israelites. He. states: “In Cali- 
fornia, as in the valley of the Jordan, a long * fault’ 
is to be observed running parallel with the coast 
range for a distance of many hundred miles. Along 
this fault the dislocation of the strata amounts to 
many hundred feet. We might almost read the tale 
of the destruction of Jericho in the stories that Were 
written .about the San Francisco horror.” 

“It is important to observe,” says Dr. Wright, 
“that the city of Jericho stood upon the deep, recent, 
unconsolidated sedimentary deposits which fill the 
valley of the Jordan. The conditions are strikingly 
like those existing in the vicinity of San Francisco, 
wheré the greatest destruction occurred during the 
recent catastrophe. The brief account in Joshua is 
lifelike: ‘So the people shouted, and the priests blew 
the trumpets, and it came to pass, when the people 
heard the sound of the trumpet, that the people 
shouted with a great shout, and the wall fell down 
flat, so that the people went up into the city, every 
man straight before him, and they took the city.’ Vi. 20.

Every Person Has an Astral Body. 

_ The astral body, it is asserted, is the body we all 
of us wear in addition to the physical body, just as we 
wear several ayers of garments. Over the dress is the 
coat. The physical body is the coat. We lay it aside 
when we go fo sleep and roam the starry dream world 
through in the astral body. We leave behind us the 
familiar physical world and the physical body which 
is used as a vehicle for traveling through the physical 
world, and we go into the astral or starry world in 


the astral body, which is the appropriate vehicle for - 


our work and travels there. When we shuffle off the 
mortal coil we have quite discarded our physical bodies 
and our familiar physical playground. We go to other 
pastures, the astral plane, occultists say, to remain 
there at least for a time in our astral body. 

The astral body, occult investigators declare, is a 


’ ‘kind of second body—a shadow, as it were of the 


dense physical body, made out of a more refined mat- 
ter. Yet they say that astral matter is real matter— 
not spirit. The astral body is not the soul, although it 
slowly leaves the physical body at the time of deatua, 
and the man, living still, though dead, dwells for a 
time in his astral body, and perhaps haunts the scones 
and localities with which the man is famillar. Some 
occult students are bold enough to say that the newly 
departed man in his astral body experi@nces a sense 
of strangeness and perhaps grief in his new surround- 
ings, and is not able to understand why his friends 
and relatives cannot see him. They say it is the 
presence of the astral body that gives that sense of 
weirdness to death, that feeling as if the atmosphere 
of the room is filled with some palpable présence. 

' Then why do not we see the astral. body? The 


‘layman asks and the occultist answers: Why do we not 


see the air? Why do we not see the ether? Why do 
we not see gases? They are made of too fine a tissue 
for the ordinary gaze to grasp. Why do we not see 
the ultra-violet rays? Our optical nerve does not re- 
spond to their vibrations. They vibrate only within 
limits of the solar spectrum. Some people cannot see 
even the rays of the spectrum. They are blind. Some 
people can see more than the spectrum rays. They are 
second. sighted, double sighted, higher sighted. Their 
higher vision is developed. It is they who see the 
astral body, the astral plane. The rest of us live 
among the influences of the astral world, use our 
astral body often, witless of the existence of either, 
it is claimed, as the plant grows without eyes to see 
the sunlight or the world, yet bathed in the light of the 
one, developing thcreby, and a part of the 
life .of the other. Yet there is scientific gos- 
sip about the eyes of. the plants. Prof. Haberlaudt 
has found them in the leaves, the rudest of rudi- 
mentary optical instruments.

The astral 
body is made up of the same particles as the astral 
world, just as the physical body is made of the same 
particles as the physical world and interpenetrates the 
physical body. This subtler matter moves. with far 
greater celerity, of course, than the weavier matter 
of larger and denser molecules. And the blush of the 
maiden coy which mantles the cheek of her physical 
body becomes in her astral body a vast charge of rosy 
or deeper red, oversweeping her entire frame. 

Is she in love? ‘Her astral body is pink of hue and 
suffused with innumerable lovely lights. Is she afrafi’ 
Her astral body is gray -with the livid fears that can- 
not be veiled with the rigid calm assumed by her 
physical frame.

by the bright scarlet flashes of anger; the blue of de- 
votion is improved, and a touch of pale violet appears 
as indication of response to a really Ligh ideal. This 
is the picture of an ordinary average man, of “fhe 
commonplace type” with the stick and the “ pipe.” 

For there is said to be a great difference between 
the astral bodies of savages and of civilized men, be- 
tween common types and geniuses and saints. A really 
undeveloped man’s astral body Mrs. Besant. the cele- 
brated occultist, has described as a cloudy, loosely or- 
ganized, vaguely outlined mass of astra] matter, con- 
taining material drawn from all the seven grades of 
astral matter which correspond to the solids, liquids, 
gases, and ethers of the physical plane, but the coarser 
materials vastly predominate. The colors caused by 
the rates of vibration are dull, muddy, and dusky; 
browns, dull reds, smutty greens are in the majority. 
The various passions show themselves as heavy surges, 
or when violent as flashes. The astral body is larger 
than the physical, extending around it in al! directions 
ten or twelve inches beyond. In sleep the astral body, 
enveloping the man himself, slips out of the physical 
body, leaving it.to slumber. The life streams are 
sluggish, and the astral body, stimulated neither from 
the physical nor mental worlds, is drowsy and indif- 
ferent. It floats just over the physical and has too lit- 
tle vitality of its own to enable it to go away.

Mrs. Besant says in the average moral and intel- 
fectual man the astral body shows an immense ad- 
vance. It is larger. There ig a larger proportion of 
the finer sorts of astral matter which lends a luminous 
quality to the w the expression of the higher emo- 
tions sends playing through beautiful ripples of. beaa- 
tiful colors. The outline is clear and definite instead 
of vague and shifting, and it assumes the likeness of 
its owner.

Her husband was working for a raflroad, and 
was making close to $100 a month. The family lived 
in ease and happiness, and every apare dollar that ths 
man had he put in the house, which he bought on 
payments. An accident on his train found him among

Everything in House Pawned or Sold. 

In the four months which elapsed between the time 
he left the hospital and the day he died at his home 
everything In the house that could be sold or pawned 
was disposed of and the money used in a vain effort 
to save hia life.

From the scanty wages which his wife brings home 
he spends a considerable portion in dissipation. The 
food which she buys for her three infants he gobbles 
up, leaving the children famished and the mother, who 
is on her feet from 4:30 o’clock in the morning until 
$:30 in the evening, too weak to feed her youngest

These statistics were 
taken from 104 families comprising from one 
to eight members, and employing from one 
to four servants. Had I included extra 
large families and boarding houses, the av- 
erage number of working hours would have 
been increased.’ So much for the most seri- 
ous charge the domestic brings against her 
employer. Now as to the cause: 

According to the stories the mistress tells 
the maids, the average family lives far be- 
yond its means. People today in what are 
termed moderate circumstances, employing 
one orawo maids, want more service and dis- 
play than did wealthy families who employed 
five or six servants fifty years ago. Yet 
the mistress herself does less work. If the 
maids venture to complain, she always in- 
sists that she can't afford to hire any more 


help.

~ gome hints about fitting waists may be helpful. Re-- 


member one thing—-and there never is an exception to 
this rule—in fitting any garment, always put it on right 
‘gide’ out, as you @re going to wear it. Some sage has 


said there is not'a human being whose two sides are 


exactly alike. And if a person knows how to put a 
basted garmént onto be fitted, the task Is an easy one. 
Much judgment and common sense are necessary in the 
making of clothes, for the reason that no two people 
are exactly alike in figure any more than in feature. 
You may meke rules, and must do so for general guid- 
ance; after that common sense and good judgment must 
come into play. 

The first essential, after the measures on a pat- 
tern *have been verified with those of the persen for 
whom the waist is intended, is to see that all waist 
lines are marked carefully. It is an excellent plan 


to run a fine basting thread on all the pieces to mark_ 


the waist line. It is the point whire the curves are 
the greatest, and it is of the first importance that they 
be marked clearly. ca’ 

» 


See that all seam lines are marked distinctly. The- 


seams should all be basted together up and down 
from’ the waist line, and when put together the waist 
line should be an tninterrupted one, also the arm- 
holes and neck. The waist must be put on right side 
out, after which slip one hand underneath and lay 
all the seams towards the front excepting the darts— 
then they will not draw. If there are darts, those 
seams must be towarde the back.

After the waist {is on and the seams placed pin. to- 
gether exactly in the traced lines (for the middle of 
the front or back, as the case may’ be), and the 
waist line; then pin together where the neck line and 
middle line meet, then pin the rest of the length, ex- 
actly on the traced lines. Now, look the waist over 
carefully before making any altedations, and run your 
smoothly, Any tight- 
ness or looseness at the top can never be altered at 
the bottom and vice versa. The difficulty must always 
be remedied in the spot where it Mes. If it pulls and 
is tight at the shoulders they must be ripped open 
anf pinned up properlyéArhile the jwaist’is on. Always 
in this case stand at the side of a person, where both 
the front and back can be seen clearly, then begin fo 
pin the shoulders together at the middle, then toward 
each end. ; ~ 

‘If any of the other seams need to be taken up or 
let out it is a wise precaution to pin the middle, back, 
and front seams fast to the undergarments, so. they 
will stay. where they belong. Sometimes a seam needs
